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NICD Campaign To Begin 
In Southeast Conference 


Beginning in March the Southeast Con- 
ference will be embarking upon a fund- 
raising venture entitled ‘‘New Initiatives 
in Church Development.”’ A national fund- 
raising campaign of the whole United 
Church of Christ, the purpose of NICD is to 
raise the funds necessary for redevelop- 
ment of some existing UCC churches and 
development of new churches in areas of 
new population growth. 


Each of the 39 Conferences in the United 
Church will get to keep 1/3 of the NICD 
funds that they raise, with the other 2/3rds 
going to a pool for national distribution to 
new and redeveloped congregations. With 
the broad majority of new churches target- 
ed for the South, the Southeast Conference 
will be one of the major recipients of this 
campaign. 


But first we have to do our part! The 
NICD goal for Southeast Conference 
churches is $50,000 to be raised during 1982 
and 1983. 


Special Training Meetings for the NICD 
Campaign have been scheduled as follows: 

March 12 - Atlanta, GA 

March 19 - Savannah, GA 

March 20 - Huntsville, AL 

March 27 - Lanett, AL 

April 3 - Andalusia, AL 
Churches will be invited by clusters to 
participate in NICD training. 


While discretion for the method of 
support is always left to individual 
churches, the suggested means for sup- 
porting New Initiatives in Church Develop- 
ment will be through individual or familial 
rather than church contributions. 


Remembering the financial assistance. 
that we have already received in our two 
new church starts — Pilgrimage UCC in 
Marietta, GA and Button Gwinnett UCC in 
Lilburn, GA — and the assistance in the 
redevelopment of First Congregational 
UCC in Savannah, GA — it is appropriate 
that we say “thank you” through our 
support of New Initiatives in Church 
Development.

One Great Hour of Sharing is coming! 
Next month, on March 21, most churches 
in the UCC will be receiving this annual 
all-church offering. 

Gifts to One Great Hour of Sharing go 
toward development, refugee service, and 
social service in overseas countries and 
for relief and reconstruction wherever 
disasters occur. 

Look for the new One Great Hour of 
Sharing poster. It features Sister Vincina, 
a native of India who came to Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, to help start work in the 
city as a “missionary of charity.’ The 
Missionaries of Charity, a Roman Catholic 
order founded by Mother Theresa, pro- 
vides medical care for the “‘poorest of the 
poor’ in Addis Ababa. 

The older woman in the poster was 
brought in 1972 to the sisters’ hospice 
located in a poor suburban area of the city. 
The woman had nowhere to live before the 
sisters took her in. Like many of the 
hospice residents, she was considered too 
ill to survive, but she recovered and now is 
in relatively good health. 

Through One Great Hour of Sharing, we 
support the work of the sisters, such as 
Sister Vincina, and many other religious 
workers who minister throughout the year

SEC Tops OCWM Goal 
for 1981 


Topping the Southeast Conference Board 
of Directors meeting, held January 30 at 
Chattanooga Pilgrim UCC, was the good 
news that the Conference surpassed its 
OCWM goal for 1981. 

Needing $123,037 in funds to Our Chris- 
tian World Mission, conference churches 
contributed a total of $128,725! Of that 
amount some $33,000 was forwarded to the 
UCC national offices for support of the 
larger church. 

In response to this most positive finan- 
cial report, it is noted that New Church 
Development contributions of $7,643 fell 
far short of the goal of $21,000. It was 
noted, however, that this situation should 
be reversed with the initiative of the NICD 
campaign in the Southeast Conference this 
year. 

In other financial news, it was reported 
that UCBHM has approved a matching 
grant for 1982 conference youth program- 
ming. Some $3,000 is now available for that 
purpose in this program year. 


NICD Campaign Endorsed 


At a special meeting held January 23, 
1982 in Chattanooga, TN the following 
endorsement of the New Initiatives in 
Church Development campaign was 
adopted.

Be A Missionary Volunteer 


Looking for something to do this sum- 
mer, or feel like a vocational change of 
pace next year? The United Church of 
Christ might have something to interest 
you — voluntary service in the United 
States and Puerto Rico. 

One-year volunteers are given room, 
board, insurance coverage, and a monthly 
stipend from the sponsoring agency. Agen- 
cies to choose from for one-year voluntary 
service include institutions such as homes 
for emotionally disturbed children, homes 
for the aging, or hospitals; community 
service agencies such as neighborhood 
houses or inner city churches; and com- 
munity action organizing, or special team 
projects. Volunteers must pay their own 
travel expenses to the work project, but 
the agency pays the return expenses at the 
end of the volunteer period. 

Persons interested in volunteering for 
summer service can choose from oppor- 
tunities in camp staff service, community 
service, institutional service, or special 
projects such as national park ministry. 

Candidates for summer service must be 
at least 18 years of age — candidates for 
some projects must be older — and usually 
need the equivalent of at least one year of 
work or college. Summer volunteers must 
pay their own travel expenses and a $20 
program fee, which includes insurance.

These TV ministers total $358 million 
and support 3 churches, 5 schools, 1 hospi- 
tal, TV and radio ministries, and some 
mission work (actual figures unavailable. ) 

Compare, now the United Church of 
Christ. According to the 1979 Yearbook, 
the UCC had a total giving in its churches 
in the amount of $290 million. These funds 
support: 6,467 local churches, 39 confer- 
ences, our national offices and instrumen- 
talities, 2 academies, 30 colleges, 15 
seminaries, 250 missionaries and volun- 
teers in 40 countries, emergency relief in 
70 countries, 84 homes for the aging, 5 
homes for the disabled, 14 hospitals, 12 
agencies for service to children, camp and 
conference centers, and radio and TV spot 
announcements.
